Tobacco Market 

The local receiving plant of the 
Burley Tobacco O rowers Co-operative 
Association opened yesterday to re- 
ceive the 1922 crop of this section. 
There was only about 52.000 pound* 
on the floor, which brought an ad- 
vance of about nine rents per pound. 
The offerings were very interior, but 
today's floor is sold to be much bet- 
ter. There seems to be some mis- 
understanding among farmers aa to 
the advancement which they receive. 
It is not known what proportion of 
the final settlement the advancement 
will represent and this cannot be de- 
termined until the entire 1922 crop 
has been sold. The two advancements 
on the 1921 crop were of the same 
amount, but it will not be known un- 
til the final settlement is made early 
in January just what the Individual 
crops averaged.

Robert L Duff, of Owingsvlllp. fed- 
eral prohibition agent, was shot and 
killed Saturday afternoon when he, in 
other government 
attempted a raid on what Is 
as Ballard's still, near Cedar 
Grove in Menefee county, only a few 
miles from the Montgomery county 
line. Duff, it Is said, was shot while 
trying to force his way Into a cave 
where it was thought the still waf 
located. His body was literally rid 
died with bullets and his companions 
were forced to flee. His body was 
recovered several hours later by Tom 
Oreenwade and Deputy Sheriff Beall 
Hadden. of this city, who went to the 
scene following the 

Duff s body was stripped of money, 
his badge, weapons and watch, and it 
is beiie'vod the body was fired into 
after he was dead, as it contained 
eight or ten ballet holes, all said to 
be from a .45 revolver, the kind Bob 
Ballard is alleged to use. 

On Sunday about fifteen or twenty 
revenue agents from all over the 
tat.) gathered in this city and went 
to the scene of the crime They found 
that the stm had b*en deserted and 
the operators had taken to the woods. 
The still was the most complete one 
seen in this section and was destroy- 
ed by the officers. While being de 
stroyed, David Treadway. son of W. 
P. Treadway, of this city, and one 
of the posse, and who had ventured 
about 100 yards beyond the other 
officers, was shot through the head 
by a high-powered rifle and instant- 
ly killed, the bullet passing entirely 
through his head. The officers real- 
iiing that to continue the pursuit 
would be suicidal, they returned to 
this city, where they disbanded, but. 
it is believed, will return to the scene 
within the next few days 

The still is thought to have been 
operated by Bob and Charles Ballard, 
who, in company with a number of 
their confederates are believed to be 
responsible for the two deaths. A re- 
ward of $500 each for their capture 
has been offered by Governor Morrow 
at the request of Circuit Judge Henry 
11 i'rewitt. 

No stone will be left uuturned to 
bring the murderers to justice and it 
is hoped this may be accomplished 
without additional loss of life, but the 
federal authorities are determined, 
and state they are going to have the 
guilty parties, dead or alive 

When the news of the two murders 
reached this city, excitement ran 
high and many unfounded rumors 
were circulated, some to the effect 
that several other officers had been, 
killed. It is not known what will he 
the next move upon the part of the 
officers, but they are understood to 
be perfecting some plan whereby the 
shiners will be captured without fur- 
ther bloodshed. 

The two Ballards. who are allege*! 
to have operated the still, are sons of 
Jeff Ballard, who, together with an- 
other son, were placed under arrest 
prior to the Saturday raid, but both 
of whom later escaped, and are sup- 
posed to have joined the 'shiners. The 
Ballards are widely known in this sec- 
tlou and have been in trouble before. 
Bob Ballard being a fugitive from Jus 



tlce at the present time, having es- 
caped from the Krenchburg jail sev- 
eral months ago when, it Is alleged, 
he made the statement that he would 
never again be taken alive. 

Prohibition Agent Duff was widely 
known in this and Bath counties, be- 
ing a former jailer of that county, and 
was known as a fearless, honorable, 
upright man. who had the respect of 
everyone. He had made a splendid 
officer and was qnlte popular In this 
city, where his untimely death is 
deeply deplored. His remains were 
brought to this city Saturday evening, 
prepared for burial and removed to 
his home in Owingsvllle Sunday after- 
noon. The funeral was held In that 
city yesterday afternoon. 

Young Treadway was the youngest 
son of W. P. Treadway. of this city, 
another prohibition agent, and had 
only returned from Irvine Saturday 
afternoon, where he had been work- 
ing for several months He joined the 
posse Sunday morning in company 
with his father. He was abont 23 
years of age and said to be a splen- 
did young man with a large acquaint- 
ance who deeply mourn his untimely 
death. His funeral was held In this 
city this afternoon, conducted by 
Re?. It. W. Trimble, and the remains 
were laid to rest in Machpelah ceme- 
tery. 



School Children 

Given Examination 



During the past few weeks Miss 
Florence Wallingt'ord. county nurse, 
and local physicians have given each 
child iu the Mt. Sterling city school 
a thorough physical examination 

The children's eyes were tested, us- 
ing the Snellen chart, and they were 
weighed and measured to determine 
their status of nutrition. Defects that 
retarded growth and development 
were noted, and a notification was 
sent to their parents, urging them to 
see their family physician and have 
such defects remedied. 

The home economic department of 
the city school has included practical 
nursing course outlined by the Amer- 
ican Red Cross in their regular cur- 
riculum. Pupils, in addition to their 
regular credits, will receive a certifi- 
cate for this course from National Red 
Cross headquarters upon their gradu- 
ation. 

A report of this school Inspection 
shows that a total of four hundred 
and sixty-six pupils were examined. 
Qf this number two hundred and six- 
teen have not been vaccinated, two 
hundred and eighteen are ten per 
cent, or more underweight, twenty- 
one have defective eyelids, nineteen 
defective vision, one hundred and six- 
ty nine have bad tonsils, ninety-five 
suffer from bad teeth, three have 
skin diseases, two pupils are MM 
eyed, and one has abnormal structure 
of the frontal bones.

Avenges Father's 

Death In Carter 

V>nge»nr«v stalked the street* of 
Carter county s capital Saturday at 
Grayson an Paul Herron. S4, farmer, 
wan shot and killed. It |s alleged. Iiy 
Harrison Rlanton, 23, farther, on 
Muln street, two square* away from 
the court house In which an hour be- 
fore Merron had been acquitted of the 
murder of William Wanton, father of 
Harrison Wanton. 

Wanton was taken to the Boyd 
county Jail at t'atletlshtirg by a dep- 
uty sheriff shortly after noon Satur- 
day on an order from Judge Henry I.. 
Woods County officials feared a 
demonstration by the popuslce. 

Within an hour after the killing 
Wanton was indicted for wilful mur- 
der by the grand jury and his trial 
stt for a special term of the Carter 
circuit court during the first week of 
January. 

The shooting occurred in front of 
the Commercial Hank. Three shots 
VM fired into llerron's hack by Wan- 
ton. It Is alleged. II. Tron fell and 
Wanton ran into the Citizens' Hank, 
where he was captured. 

He waa rushed to the county Jail 
and kept there until taken to Catletl- 
burg. Keeling run high at Grayson 
Saturday night and the little town 
feared that more trouble would fol- 
low. Paul Herron. It waa charged. 

hoi and killed William Wanton, 44. 
larmer, father of Harrison Wanton, 
near Grayson on July 25. Herron was 
acquitted of this charge by a Carter 
county jury Saturday. He was on his 
way home when he was killed. 

Appointment of Warren Wantoti. a 
brother of Harrison Wanton, as dep- 
uty sheriff in Carter county seveiui 
months ago Is given in reports as the 
underlying cause or the two trage 
dies. A number of citizens of Gray 
son and those who live near the 
Wanton home at tipper Wilson had 
signed a petition to remove him from 
office, it was alleged. This opposition 
to Warren Wanton I.- asserted by 
some to be the reason for "bad 
blood" which is alleged to exist.

NEW FARM ACCOUNT BOOK • 

NOW READY FOR FARMERS 

The fifth annual edition of the Ken 
tucky Farm Account Hook, prepared 
by farm management specialists of 
the College of Agriculture, has just 
eome oil the press and is ready for 
distribution to fanners of the state, 
it has been announced at Lexington. 
Close to 3,000 of the books were dis- 
tributed last year, but it is expected 
that an even larger number of farm 
ers in the state will keep records on 
their farm business during the com- 
ing year. 

With the exception of a few im- 
provements sugesled by farmers who 
have kept books. the, new account 
book is similar to the one of last 
year anil contains 10 puges. It pro- 
vides space for inventories of th • 
acreage and yield of crops, land, 
buildings and fences, livestock, ma-; 
chlnery., ftseds, seeds and supplies, 
Showing crops and winter plowing 
and a map of the farm. Space Is al- 
so provided for recording the receipts, 
and expenses of the farm business. 
The receipts are |)ImiH|d4 under six I 
main heads, while expenses are clas ■ 
, ;, .1 under twelve main bead-. 



\mong the features provided in the 
book are a summary of the year's 
business, changes in the farm uusi 
ness suggested by the accounts, direc 
lions lor finding the income from 
each kind of livestock, records of 
mortgages, notes and accounts, direc- 
lions showing the farmer how to Und 
his net worth, breeding records, 
farm notes and the time, rate and 
method of seeding farm crops in the 
state. 

Among the reasons outlined in the 
book for kepiug farm record are: 1. 
! nu accounts furnish simple means 
for determining the net income from 
the farm business for the year. %. 
A study of these records will show 
up tie' strong and weak points of the 
business ami point the way to more 
profitable organization and

JOHN BRADFORD MEMORIAL 

A number of years ago a group of 
newspaper men made a pilgrimage 

to l^xlngton from Cincinnati, where 
they had been in atendance at a 
iournsllslic conference, to pay hom- 
age at the shrine of John Bradford, 
editor of the Kentucky Uaxette. the 
first new paper published weal of the 
Vllegbeny mountains. 

Then i' was found that. although 
copies of the paper he had edited in a 
frontier town at the Tory dawn of the 
eighteenth century were the much 
prized possessions of libraries and 
historical societies, and history re- 
served a prominent place for flrad- 
lord's name us among the pioneers of 
American journalism, no marker of 
any kind indicated the spot where he 
had established his paper and spent 
the latter part of his useful tlfe. 

Faced with this situation, n num 
ber of history lovers of Lexington 
formed and incorporated a society I 
whic h should have for its purpose Uwj 
perpetuation of the name of John 
Bradford. The work of this society 
has now resulted in the launching of! 
;i campaign for the raising of funds! 
for the Bradford memorial, the initial 
step of which will be taken In the, 
broadcasting of letters to newspaper | 
.ditors ami history lovers everywhere I 
in nn effort to Interest them in thej 
move.

In spite of tne tact that the 10-year 
nvcrage yield of corn in Kentucky Is 
only a little mon^than tl bushels an 
acre, yields of more than 10U bushels 
an acre are not impossible, according 
to results obtained during the sum- 
mer Just past by Nenlle Taw. « Hen 
derson county farmer living near 
Dixie, who co-operated with County 
Agent 1) W. Martin and the extension 
division of the College of Agriculture 
at Lexington In running a corn varl 
ety test on his farm to find out which 
variety was the highest yielding one 
Tor that section of the state. 

One strain of lloonc county white 
corn used In the test maade I OS bush- 
els an acre, while another variety. 
Pride of Saline, made 105 bushels an 
acre. A third variety. Island Hint, 
made 104. 1 bushels an acre, while a 
NHli strain of lloonc county white 
made loi> bushels an acre. A local 
strain of a variety known as the Lit- 
tle ed fob made 100 bushels an acre. 

A third strain of llootie county 
white made II bushels an acre, while 
Iteid's Yellow Dent, another variety 
used in the test, made 95 bushel! an 
acre Hickory King and Iowa Silver 
mine, the other two varieties used in 
the test, each averaged SO bushels an 
acre.

reenmended poultry practices Mr 
Kendlg. along with 4* other co-opera 
tors In the state, has Just finished 
the records which he kept for the 
year ending November 1. His flock 
was the sncond highest producing 
one out of the 4T being handled as 
demonstrations, each of his hens hav 
Ing laid an average of l«fi . gs in the 
year This Is more than three times 

I as many eggs as are laid by the aver 
age Kentucky hen. 

Mr. Kendlg started keeping records 
November I. 192;;. with 100 hens and 
ppllets in his laying flock That 
month lie got less than an average of 
one egg from each of his hen*. How 
> trer, pood teed and the right kind 
ol care recommended by the college 
poiiltrymen soon bogan to have Its 
effect and in February Mr. Kendlg 
got more than 1.' eggs from each 
or the hens in his flock. The follow 
ing month this was increased to more 

I than 24 eggs from each lien and 
from then until the time his records 
lor the first year were completed on 
November 1. each if his hens never 
failed to lay leas than an average of 
1" eggs a month. This consistent 
production proved lo be one of the 
big factors in helping him get an av- 
erage of 1S« eggs for for the year 
from each of his liens Mr Kendlg 
had culled his flock down to 62 hens 
by the time the first year of record 
was ended 

The dry mnsh that he fed his liens 
wa- a mixture of bran, middlings, 
corn meal and tankag.-. of which 20 
per cent was tankage and in addition, 
he fed sour skim milk when he had 
It on the farm. The grain mixture 
that he used was made of corn and 
oats Mr. Kendlg followed the prac- 
tice of giving his hens pl.-nty of grain 
in the winter to keep them in good 
Heels. In the summer, the grain feed 
was rut down in order to make the 
eessl BM more mash so Httii their egg 
prod I i-l ion would not droii during the 
hot months of the vear.
